into any treaty on the subject uatil the Catholics 
of Ireland were emancipated. Mr. O'Connell 
said he was authorized to make this statement. 

The King held a Court at Windsor, Nov. 24, 
at which Mr. Barbour, the Minister from the 
United States, was presented to the King by the 
Earl of Aberdcen, and delivered his credentials 
as Minister from the United States. His Ex- 
cellency was most graciously received. 

The Earl of Belmore is appointed Governor of 
Jamaica. 

The account of a great battle between the 
Russians and Turks near Shumla is not con- 
firmed and is probably a fabrication. In Armenia 
the forces under Gen. Pascovitch are no longer 
engaged in active hostilities. He has reduced 
three provinces, six fortresses, and three forts, 
One of the fortresses was garrisoned by 30,000 
Turks. 

London papers of Nov. 21st mention that 
wheat is now admitted into the British ports for 
home consumption at the lowest duty. The 
London Times says that steam-cngines are ac- 
tively employed in grinding the spar found in 
that country that it may be mixed with flour.

The Russians and Turks.—Advices from the 
frontiers of Poland, are to the 12th of Novem- 
ber. They speak of an extraordinary levy 
throughout the kingdom for the augmentation of 
the fifth Polish anny. 
We give below the Russian bulletin contain- 
ing a brief account of the operations of the left 
wing at and in the neighbourliood of Varna, from 
the Lith of October, the date of our last official 
accounts from thence, to the 27th of October. 
It will be seen that there was some foundation 
for the late report via Smyrna, of a defeat of 
of the Turks in the field, after the fall of Varna. 
But the report was exaggerated greatly. The 
action took place between Prince Eugene, of 
Wirtemburg, who went in pursuit of the Turks, 
and Omer Vrione, on the banks of the Kamtschik. 
The Russians have withdrawn from before 
Choumla.. Their force consisted of the 3d, 6th, 
and 7th corps. The two latter have been order- 
ed to proceed to Varna and its environs, to de- 
fend the approaches to that garrison; and the 
latter is to take a position on the road to Silis- 
tria, to cover the siege of that fortress, which is 
to be carried on with vigour. This will be the 
only operation undertaken during the winter. 
There was a report, but it was not credited, 
that a courier had passed through Frankfort, 
with the news that Silistria was taken on the 
26th, by the Russians commanded by General 
Scherbatoff, after three assaults. The loss of 
the Russians was very considerable, but the 
whole Turkish garrison perished. 
The Russians will continue to occupy a line 
beyond the Danube, from Varna to Silistria, and 
in that position wait for the ensuing campaign. 
Bazardjik is fortifying for that purpose. 
It ia stated that operations against Turkey will 
be carried on with as much energy as if the Em- 
peror were in the field. We are assured that the 
Russians have no intention of retiring behind 
the Danube, One account says, that they have 


| advanced beyoud Varna whence the Turkish 


forces have been withdrawn, to be united with 
those of one of the Pachas of Burgas. 





Great numbers of the wilde hordes who assem- 
bled against the Russians, have dispersed at the 
approach of winter. 

In Armenia, Gen. Paskewitch has ceased ac- 
tive operation, having completely succeeded in 
capturing three provinces, six fortresses and 
three forts. One of the fortresses was defended 
by 30,000 Turks, and considered impregnable. 

The letters from Odessa, announce the arri- 
val of several transports with sick and wounded 
from the Russian army. The merchants and in- 
habitants were most anxious for the restoration 
of Peace with the Porte.

It was reported at Vienna that disorders had 
manifested themselves among the troops of 
Count Witgenstien’s army; they are attributed 
to the heavy rains which have fallen in the 
countries on the Danube, and the bad quality of 
the provisions. 

From Constantinople, Oct. 29, it is stated that 
since the fall of Varna, the military armaments 
are carried on with more activity than ever. 
Ammunition and artillery are continually sent to 
the army. ‘. ‘ ‘ 

Troops from Asia arrive daily, especially caval- 
ry, which continue their march after halting for 
a short time. Among them the celebrated 
Tchassan Oglou, one of the mostpowerful Beys, 
of Anatolia, with several thousand horsemen, 
passed through this city a few days ago. 

Several vessels laden with provisions, corn ex- 
cepted, had arrived at Constantinople from the 
Black Sea, with the permission of the Russian 
Government. ‘The Porte was scarcely informed 
of this circumstance, when it declared that it 
would, on its side, relax in the rigour of the re- 
gulations for closing the Bosphorus, in the same 
proportion as the Russian Government; and 
would grant the entrance to the Black Sea to as 
many vesséls laden with the productions of the 
South as there had arrived from Russia. Seve- 
ral Austrian and Sardinian vessels have, in con- 
sequence, received their firmnesa for that desti- 
nation. 

- Affairs of Greece, $¢e.—The last Castle of 
the Morea surrendered on the 30th of October, 
when the whole of the Morea was evacuated by 
the Turks: but nothing is said of the return of 
the French Troops; on the contrary, it was report- 
ed that the army was to be increased to 25,000. 

Navarino was occupied on the 29h October 
by the 8th regiment of the Line. The General- 
in-Chief had chosen Modon for his residence, 
but had gone for a short period to Patras. Ge- 
neral Sebastiani had command during his ab- 
sence. The 35th form the garrison of Modon, 
and the 27th occupies Coron, but that town was 
to be given up on the 29th to the Greeks, who 
had sent two French officers, under Gen. Nice- 
tas, to take possession of it. 

Another article from Navarino, Oct. 29th, 
sa 

‘* Our attention here is much employed in dis- 
cussing the resolutions which may be adopted 
with respect to Greece; it is affirmed by some 
that the Isthmus of Corinth will be fortified, and 
then Greece would only include the Morea; 
others say it is agreed that the frontiers of Greece 
shall extend from the Gulf of Arts to the Gulf of 
Zeitouni, including Negro-pont and the islands 
in the Archipelago, which belongs to Europe. In 
this case the General-in-Chief will go to Athens 
by the Isthmus of Corinth, and General Sebas- 
tian’s brigade wil! go to the same place by-way of 
Tripolizza and Argos. But these projects which 
we hear of are subordinate to the decisions of the 
Ambassadors, who after having been aseombled 
for these two years to render Greece free and 
independent, have not yet even fixed the boun- 
daries of the new state. This is a circumstance 
that may still cause some delay.’’ 

The loss of the Egyptian 74, on the 24th Sep- 
tember, is estimated at one million of piastres, 
having on board 300 brass cannon, and several 
hundred horses from the Morea. 

It is stated from Toulon, that another con‘ oy 
is to sail with ammunition and provisions fur the 
Morea; and it is also stafed that three regiments 
will be embarked to supply the deficiency caused 
by sickness, which js said to be increasing daily. 

Letters from Marseilles to the 23d November, 
state, that 100,000 ardeles of Corn had been 
purchased at Alexandria for the Sultan. Owing be 
the blockade of the Dardanelles, it was to be for- 
warded to Smyrna in transports, and thence on 
camels to within a few miles of Constantinople. 

Col. Fabvier has left Paris for the Morea— 
his business is to organise a national militia— 
disciplined and able to defend the Greek territo- 
ry, after the departure of the French; but, says 
the Journal du Commerce, a feeling, the gene- 
rosity of which Greece will doubtless’a ppreciate, 
forbids his appearing there with any other title 
under that which he has fought for her. He 
will still be Colonel Fabvier. 


A terrible accident happened at Covent Gar- 
den Theatre on the 18th November, at a few 
minutes before two o’clock. A letter from Mr. 
Fawcet, the manager, ascribes the disaster to 

e indiscretion of one of the workmen employed 
in the cellar, who perforated a small hole in the 
gasometer with the view of burning it out; by 
which fire was communicated to the volatile o:! 
in the gasometer, and thence to the gas floating 
in the arched passages. The Courier is filled 
with varying accounts of it. The Theatre had 
been closed for a week, for the purpose of re- 
moving the apparatus with which it had been 
lighted with oil gas, and substituted coal gas in 
its stead. Twelve orthirleen persona were in 
the neighbourhood of the gasometer at the time 
when the fire was communicated either to the 
gas, or to the oil which was floating upon the 
water, which ran into the passages ankle deep. 
Two of these unfortunate men were unable to 
make their escape, and finally taken out dead, 
having been suffocated. Threo others were ter- 
ribly burnt; but still livingon the 20th. Others 
suffered slightly. No injury was done to the 
Theatre, except in the cellar, twenty engines 
having been speedily brought up to extinguish 
the fire. 


The Beaufort Castle, a fine vessel of four hun- 
dred tons, sailed from Liverpool on the 17th of 
February for Bonny, on the coast of Africa, 
where a took in a cargo of palm oil and ivory. 
On her homeward voyage, on 8th Oct. she en- 
countered a gale by which the Captain and 22 of 
her crew were washed into the sea. The re- 
maining eight men lashed themselves to the 
the shrouds of the mizen-mast, and remained 
without food on the wreck, driven about at the 
mercy of the sea for four days, when they were 
providentially rescued by a French brig Le Co- 
tonniere, bound to Boston in the United States. 
This brig had been dismasted, and a few days be- 
fore passed two dismasted vessels. In a fow 
days éhe fell in with a British Brig from Fal- 
mouth, to which the shipwrecked crew were 
transferred. They have arrived safely in Eng- 
land. We have as yet no intelligence of the ar- 
rival of the French brig in Boston. 











It appears that in returning from Varna to 
Odessa, the Emperor Nicholas, and the Ambas- 
sadors who had accompained him thither, had a 
perilous.escape from shipwreck and destruction, 
by one of those horrible tempests, which are 
somewhat peculiar to the Black Sea. A letter 
from Odessa, Oct. 28, gives the following par- 
ticulars: 

In the midst of a thick fog, which completely 
obscured from the view of the sky, the land and 
the sea, the two vessels were soon separated 
from each other, and lost in frightful darkness. 
It is impossible to convey an idea of the violence 
of the wind, the fury of the waves, and the con- 
fusion on board of the ship; Capt. A’Court, who 
had the command of the Imperial vessel, was the 
only individual who maintained sang froid, and 
to this ina great degree its safety may be at- 
tributed. During the second night after the de- 
parture from Varna, it was repeatedly appre- 
hended that the vessels would rua ashore on the 
coast of Turkey; and when the sun hroke through 
and dispersed the fog, it was believed that to 
save the Emperor there was no resource left but 
to take refuge in the’ Bosphorus. At length, 
however, it was resolved to face every danger 
rather than see the Emperor of all the Russians

ble to jointhem. A sail was then trimmed, and 
the vessel succeeded in 7 days, the persons on 
board being half dead with hunger and thirst, in 
reaching the port of Sebastopol. We are as- 
sured that a number of transports foundered, and 
that others were driven ashore and all hands 
perished. 


Opening of the Ports to Foreign Corn.—The 
event, long expected, of the opening of the 
ports, for the admission of foreign grain, has at 
length occurred; and the averages attained to 
such a height, that it was announced that wheat 
was admissible for home consumption, upon the 
payment of the minimum duty of one shilling 
per quarter, barley at three shillings and four- 
pence, and oats at seven shillings and nine- 
pence. 

‘* More than ten years have elapsed, (says the 
Courier,) since’ the ports were opened, unlimit- 
edly, for the importation of foreign wheat.— 
Since the year 1818, this country, with very few 
exceptions, has produced its own supply, and 
fed its own. population. On two or three occa- 
sions, indeed, the foreign wheat imported and 
warehoused, and which was spoiling the King’s 
locks, has been Jet into consumption upon the 
payment'of duty. This bounty, thus conferred 
on trade to the injury of the farmer, and the 
very small profit of the consumer, took place 
during Mr. Canning’s short administration, and 
the revenue received nearly half a million from 
the measure. But, according to the general 
law, the ports have been shut to wheat since 
4817. Subsequent to the year 1817, the ave- 
rages never attained eighty shillings per quarter, 
which, unt.l 1822, was the maximum price; and 
therefore the experiment under the new bill of 
the Marquis of Londonderry, in the period of 
1822, was never made. Weare now, therefore, 
commencing a new era in,our corn trade, and 
foreign wheat is at present in the market at the 
low duty of one shilling per quarter. This is 
the Duke of Wellington’s bill, and, since 1817, 
the averages have never been so high as they 
are now quoted.”’

Extract of a letter dated Constantinople, Oct. 
29:—** ‘The Grand Vizier, Mehmed Selim Pacha, 
accused of not having acted with all the energy 
necessary for delivering Varna, has been depos- 
ed and exiled to Gallipoli. His successor is the 
brave defender of Varna, Izzet Mehemet Pacha 
formerly Captain Pacha, to whom have alo 
been delivered the treasures, jewels, and equi- 
page of the banished Vizier. Joussouf Pacha, 
whose treachery the Sultan considers as having 
chieflly contributed to the fall of Varna, has 
been declared as suspect, and his possessions in 
Macedonia confiscated to the treasury. The 
armaments ase now continued with more activi- 
ty than ever; provisions and artillery are conti- 
nually leaving this for the army. Troops, chief- 
ly cavalry, are artiving daily from Asia; they 
make but a short stay in the capital. Amongst 
their number is the famous Ichapan Oglou, one 
of the most powerful Beys of Antolia; he was 
accompanied by several-thousand horsemen. 
Several vessels arrived last week from the Black 
Sca charged, by permission of the Russian Go- 
vernment, with victuals, grain excepted. As 
soon as the Porte learned this circumstance, it 
declared that, on its part, the rigour of the laws 
for the close of the Bosphorus should be relaxed, 
and that the entrance of the Black Sea should 
be open to as many vessels laden with produc- 
tions of the South as had entered from Russia. 
Several Austrian and Sardinian vessels have con- 
sequently received Firmans for this destination.’’

| November:—‘** The meeting between Ibrahim 


and his father took place ic public. Ibrahim ad- 
vanced, and was stooping to kiss his father’s 
feet, or the hem of his robe, but was prevented 
by the Pacha, who held out his hand to him; af- 
ter shaking it three times, and raising it to his 
lips, he retired to the other extremity of the Di- 
van. Soon after he withdrew to another apart- 
nent, where he received the officers of the Court 
who came to congratulate him on his return.— 
The price of wheat and beans had considerably 
augmented, although the inundation had reach- 
ed a height which assures an abundant harvest 
for next season, ‘The assurance renders disposa- 
ble the considerable supplics now in the public 
granarics.’’ 


Lisson, November 12.—The most conflicting 
rumors are current respecting the state of Don 
Miguel. Some describe his situation as one of 
great danger; others as quite the reverse. It ap- 
pears that on Sunday, about noon Don Miguel 
was driving his two sisters in a sort of cabriolet 
with fuur wheels, in front of which, ou a sort of 
seat, which, as it was placed over the fore 
wheels, and bad no proper seat, was fastened 
havith a strap, sat ‘‘his Majesty.’’ He drove 
his speckled mules at a furious rate from Queluz 
‘towards Caxias, and as the whip was applied to 
their sides, used the favorite phrase, ** Andai 
Mathados’’—Yee ip—spotted ones. The nick- 
name fur Constitutionalists, is ‘* Mathados;’’ 
spotted: and Don Miguel gives it to those speck- 
led mules. His furious driving had frequently 
excited the alarm of his sisters, and they had 
spoken of their danger; but he had ridiculed 
their terror. As he drove on Sunday by some 
old unused roads, and came into the fields, his 
attendants besought him to heware, but he fol- 
lowed the bent of his fancy. Some of the atten- 
dants around the palace, who know how de- 
ceived were the people as to the time and man- 
ner of Don John V1’s. death, affirm that his Ma- 
jesty, on the carriage being turned over, was 
dragged at least two yards; that, besides the 
thigh bone, the bone has been fractured juat 
above the ankle joint, and that his hip bone has 
been bruised and severely injured; that the abdo- 
men and groin are swollen, and that his life is 
ptecarious; that he refuses to allow any person 
to touch him, and that some preparations are 
inade for the appointment of Regency. Some 
new surgeons have been called in this morning. 
This report is circulated by persons present at 
the accident, and by others around the palace. 
While one may suppose that if Don Miguel be 
dangerously ill, the greatest care will be taken 
to prevent the pubhe froin knowing the truth, 
one tmust also recollect that great efforts will 
be made to magnify his danger, in order to serve 
his adversaries.—Cuurier. 


Special Endorsement of Bills of Exchange. 
—A case was tried in the Court of King’s Bench, 
Sizgerney ¥. Jones, Lloyd & Co. The plaintiff, 
a merchant in Boston, in America, consigned a 
cargo of four to London, and the master of the 
ship drew bills of exchange for the produce, 
which were accepted by the consignees or per- 
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sons who purchased the flour, and endorsed by 
the master to the plaintiff, and by him to a Mr. 
Williams, his agent in London, the endorsement 
being in this form-—‘* Pay to Mr. Williams, or 
order, for my use.” Williams discounted the 
bill with the defendants, who were his bankers, 
and they paid him the money, minuc the dis- 
count, soon after he became bankrupt.— 
The bills, when due, were paid by the acceptors 
to the defendants. The plaintiff brought his 
action against the defendants on one of the bills 
for £1,464, and had a verdict, subject to a case 
for the opinion of the Court, with hberty to turn 
it into a special verdict. Lord Tenterden was 
of opinion, that in this case the plaintiff ought 
to recover. ‘There were already authorities in 
the books for special or restricted endorsements ; 
and by this endorsement warning was given, on 
the back of the bill iteelf, that the proceeds 
ought to be paid te the use of the plaintiff, and 
to his use only; and when the defendants, know- 
ing this, diseounted the bills, and paid the mo- 
ney to the use of Williams, they were parties to 
the misapplication, and answerable to the plain- 
ti It was of great use, in commercial trans- 
actions, that there should be limited endorse- 
ments of this kind, for they would prevent a 
falling man from raising money for his own pur- 
poses on such bills, to the prejudice of the first 
endorser. If Williams hed stale applied the 
proceeds to the use of the plaintiff, the assignee 
of the bill would be discharged; but as he did 
not, the assignee is still liable. 
RUSSIAN BULLETIN. 
Str. PererssureGn, Oct. 30. 
News from the Army in Turkey, from the 11th to the 
27th ef October. 

Immediately after the taking of Varna, Prince 
Eugene of Wirtemburg, at the head of his de- 
tachment, went in pursuit of the troops of Omer 
Vrione, who had retreated on the road to €on- 
stantinople, during the night of the 11th of Oc- 
tober. The precipitation with which this retreat 
was effected did not permit his Royal Highness 
to overtake the enemy, who abandoned on the 
road his ammunition waggons and baggage, and 
even lost a standard, and did not halt till he 
reached the right bank of the Kamtchik, where 
there are strong entrenchments thrown up to 
defend a solid draw-bridge over that river. 

According to the arrangements that had been 
made, the enemy was not to be pursued beyond 
the Kamtchik; Prince Eugene, donation. occu- 
cupied a position near the village of Petrikoi, 
and ordered Major-General Dellingshausen to 
watch the enemy’s motion, with the vanguard, 
composed of the 3d brigade of the 19th division 
of foot, of a company of artillery of the Don, 
and half a battery of Congreve rockets, and to 
attack the Turkish catp if he should find it pos- 
sible. 

On the 3d (15th) of October, Major-General 
Dellingshausen advanced towards the Kamtchik, 
and discovered that a pretty strong detachment 
of. Turkish cavalry and infantry had almost 
passed the river, intending to raise entrench- 
ments on the left bank for the defence of the 
draw-bridge. Scarcely had this detachment 
perceived our vanguard when it commenced the 
attack; but, thanks tothe intrepidity with which 
the 37th regiment of Chasseurs supported the 
attack, and to the well-directed fire of the ar- 
tillery and the rockets, the ‘Turks soon took 
flight, and hastened in confusion to the draw- 
bridge, which they pulled up, even before all 
their troops had passed the river, fearing lest the 
first battalion of the 33th Chasseurs, which pur- 
sued them vigorously, should penetrate pell-mell 
with them into the entrenchments on the other 
bank of the river. As it was impessible to pass 
the river, Major-General Dellingshausen was 
obliged to be content with the success already 
obtained. Our loss was inconsiderable; that of 
the Turks, on the contrary, was great, fora great 
number of their men, not having had time to 
pass the bridge, were drowned in the river, and 
their masses, which fled in disorder on the right 
bank to return to their entrenchments, were 
long exposed to our grape-shot. Since that 
time, the Turks have made no further attempt, 
and the left bank of the Kamtchik is entirelyclear. 

The object that was proposed in making the 
army retain its positions before Choumla having 
been accomplished by the taking of Varna, the 
6th and 7th corps have received orders to take 
up their cantonments in Varna and the environs, 
to defend the approaches to it. The 3d corps is 
to take up a position on the road from Choumla 
to Silistria, to cover the siege of the latter place, 
which will be prosecuted with the greatest vi- 
gour. It is not observed that these movements 
of our troops have occasioned any on the side of 
the enemy. 

In the fortress of Varna there were from 162 
pieces of diflerent sizes, and a great quantity of 
arme of all sorts, ammunition, and provisions.— 
Journal de St. Petersburgh, Nov. 1. 

The Journal of Odessa gives accounts from 
the army in Asia of Oct. 5. 

Gen. Paskewitsch reports that the towns of 
Bajazet and Diadin have been taken by the de- 
tachment of Major-General Prince Tschiftschi- 
wadzew. The same General has also taken 
possession of Fort Torpa-Kale, which covers the 
Pachalik of Bajazet, and commands the road to 
Erzerum. Our troops are every where received 
with joy by the inhabitants. 

The Tiflis Gazette says, that the head-quar- 
ters were still at Akhalzik on the 26th of Sep- 
tember, on which day Gen. Paskewitsch set out 
for Ardhagan. 

Private letters say that perfect tranquillity 
prevails in the Pachalik of Akhalzik and the in- 
habitants have the greatest confidence in the 
Russians.— Prussian State Gazette, Nov. 10. 


FEVER AT GIBRALTAR.

The following is the Circuler addressed by. 
Vice Admiral the Count de Heyden, commander™ 
in chief of the Russian squadron in the Mediter~ 
ranean, to the officers commanding the ships of 
war of the Neutral Powers in the Levant:

** The ordinary and positive laws of maritime 
neutrality, which impose upon neutrals the oblix 
gation to respect every effective blockade, gives 
to the powers who form it the legitimate right 
to enforce it rigorously and without exception. 
His Imperial Majesty, always faithful to hie 
promises (o cause the least possible injury to the 
commerce of neutral nations, authormes his 
squadron :— ; 
“1. To permit all neutral vessels to enter 
the Dardanelles and Constantinople, which 
shall submit to be searched, and which'shall not 
have on board either contraband of war, or ang 
other articles which might serve, to provision 
the capital of the Ottoman Empire. . 
‘* 2. ‘To permit all vessels coming from Constan- 
tinople, and bound to Europe, to come out 
without interruption, unless they have on board
